crease happiness and the wellbeing of the world! 
With the tremendous advance being made :n 
aircraft con­ 
struction and its uses, an alert imagination can see marvelous pos­ 
sibilities behind this metal discovery. 
It took no greater brains 
and application, let us presume, to discover th;s useful meta! than 
it did to discover th? means whereby human life can be .snuffed 
out like a candle. 
But if we* ate to have another w^ar, I suggest that those who 
have spent so much time and effort toward perfecting new means 
of killing, and those who, through hate teaching and an itching I 
for great power, do all they can to get nations to come to blows, 
be given a selected field big enough for their operations, and there 
fight out tho issues among them selves! Another 
suggestion: 
in 
our next war let 
us dispense with brass bands and lovely uniforms 
anti ask for volunteer* exclusively, each army to be led by the 
discoverers of fatal gas and by those who see glory and honor in 
war, providing the first suggestion doesn’t work.

expensive warfare!
